We would call the attention of our inhabitants to 
our bridges. In view of the fact that it is becoming 
extremely difficult to obtain stringers of sufficient 
length and strength for long spans, without going to 
an expense which we consider excessive, compared 
with the short time for which we consider them safe 
and suitable, we would recommend the town to con- 
sider the advisability of replacing them, as they may 
need rebuilding, with structures of iron or steel. 

During the year just passed 17 sluices, most of 
them made of stone, have been rebuilt upon our 
town roads, besides 5 upon the Branch or Concord 
road so called, and the bridge near the residence of 
Joseph Delper rebuilt. The town has on hand 300 
feet of bridge plank, two Thatcher scrapers and 1 
leveler in good condition.

In presenting our annual report, we would say 
that it has been our aim to keep expenses in the 
different departments, within as small allowance as 
would be conducive to good economy. 

At our last annual meeting it was suggested to 
the selectmen to examine into the condition of the 
belfry over the town hall and repair the same if 
needed but no appropriation was made for the same. 

We examined the belfry, and found that it would 
require more expense to put it in proper condition 
than we felt justified in laying out, without bringing 
the matter before the voters for decision, therefore 
we inserted an article in the warrant, that such 
action as the voters might determine should be taken 
in regard to repairs in the town hall. The chimney 
used by the town hall and by the church, was found 
unsafe, and the necessary repairs to make it safe 
and substantial, have been made without any 
expense to our treasury. 

New stove pipe and fittings have been provided 
for the town hall, for an itemized account of the 
same you are referred to town charges. Three- 
fourths of a thousand of shingle were purchased 
for town hall and are now on hand, see treasurer's 
report for cost of the same.

This was Miss Cushing’s first attempt at teaching 
school, yet gaining at once the confidence and res- 
pect of her scholars, her schools were a success.
